ENCAMP3IENT ARRANGEMENTS.

Floral Emblems to Be Fat in the Statehoute
Grounds Model r.f the Kearsargf.

Early in the week a committee represent-
ing the Florists' Club submitted to the
executive direotor of the Grand Army
National Encampment suggestions of pro-
posed designs of llower beds to be planted
at soma point in the central part of the
city, bespeaking the summer's growth ot
interest in the National Encampment in
Indianapolis. The designs embraced vari-
ous patriotio emblems and the twenty-fiv- e

corps badges of the Union army. Mr.
Fortune yesterday authorized the com-

mittee to prooeed with the ar-
rangements for a part of the dis-
play, including the designs of the
G. A. R. badge, fifteen feet in length, one
of the V. It. C, of the same size, and a de-
sign reading, "Weloome, G. A. R." in six-fo- ot

letters, covering a space of thirty feet
in length, and one of the national tlag, 12
by IS feet m size. This will be located in
the south part of the Statehouse grounds,
and will require several thousand plants.
The work of arranging these novel flower
beds will begin at once. The work will be
done under the direction of the Florists'
Club, the contract with them requiring
that they shall give attention to the culti-
vation and care of the llower beds through-
out the summer.

Arrangements have also been made by
the exeoutive director with Custodian
Griflin. of the Statehouse, for locating on
the grounds west of the Capitol the model
of the Kearsarge. It is important that this
should be at some central point. In Wash-
ington it was located in the White House
grounds, and here the grounds east of the
statehouse seem to be tho most suitable in
the central part of the city. The construc-
tion and rigging of the Kearsarge will oo-cu- py

about two months of time, and the
work on it will probably be began about
the 1st of Jaly.

HEETI5G OF THE PHILOLOGISTS.

The Indiana Sccietj Discusses the Manner of
Teaching English Grammar.

Decline to Come to Strikers' Terms.

Doe and Eruner Ajree to Nine IToar, at$1.65
--lea insters' Cnion Calls Out the

hlreet-Kiilro- iJ Laborers.

TWO OF TIIE CONTRACTORS SETTLE.

Doe Si Co. and A. llruner & Co. Agree to a
Ntne-IIo- or Day at S1.C3.

The differences between the striking
members of the Teamsters' and Shovelers'
Union and contractors Doe and Sullivan,
of the Alabama-stree- t sewer, and Bruner,
who Las a number of jobs in various parts
of the city, have been settled.

The contractors have agreed to pay $1.65

for a day of nine hours, and the members
of the union Lave agreed to work nine
hours for that turn and have withdrawn
their demand for eight hours. The settle-
ment was made-abou- t 9 o'clock yesterday
morning nt Union Hall, opposite the court
house, and the signature of Mayor
Sullivan appears as witness to it.

The agreement entered into between the
parties named does not apply generally to
th contractors of the city. The contrac-
tors named do not belong to the Contrac-
tors' Club, and the members of it say that
whatever these men may do does not in
any way influence them. The situation
over the city yesterday was one of pretty
seneral quiet. The strikers have won a
partial victory with two of the contractors,
but with the others they have made no
headway. '

Early yesterday morning a large crowd
of the street workmen gathered around the
union hall, where it had been promised
them that a settlement would be reached.
They stood around the door and out on the
sidewalk, and seemed blindly impressed
with the idea that had been incul-
cated into them by their leaders, which
was that they had but to ask for what they
wanted and it would be given them. It
had been announced that Mayor Sullivan
would be present at the morning meeting,
and all were anxiously waiting for him.
He came abontO o'clock, being driven up
in a closed carriage, and went at once to
the hall. He was, possibly, the only man
who was admitted within the doors without
being a member of the nnion, every one else
who applied for admission being compelled
to give the countersign and show his mem-
bership card before he was given access.

The meeting within did not last very
long. Speeches were made by members of
the union and those representing the con-
tractors, and the result was the drawing
up of the following resolutions, which
were signed by all interested:

between Cbarles Doe & Co., A. Jiruner & Co. and
the Teamsters', fchovelers' and btreet Pavers'
Union, witneaaeth:

Tbat said Charles Doe & Co. and A. Bruner &
Co. will pay their common labor the eum of $1.05
per day. said nay te consist of nine hours. This
airreciuent shall be iu fore duriiift ll3.It is further understood, everything else being
equal, that preference shall be given to union
labor.

This agreement Is binding when approved by
the Teamsters', fcjhovelers' and Street Pavers'
Union of Indianapolis. This agreement, vfhon
approved, shall be returned to Mayor tiullivan
lorsafe keeping. Chakles Doe.

the contract for the grading. Lad more
teams at work than he has been able to get
during the eeaioii. Men and teams worked
ten hours, and the contractors say they
will work ten hours or they will not work
at all.

The men returned to work, yesterday, on
the North. New Jersey-stre- et asphalt im-
provement, which is being done by the
Warren-Schar- f company. In the neighbor-
hood of seventy-liv- e men left their tools
there on Tuesday night, at ttie behest of
the union, and said that they would not re-
turn. Their places wero very nearly filled
yesterday, and everything is progressing"
smoothly.

Messrs. Fnfiner & Seiberc, who have the
contract for the fctate ditch sewer, were
working more men yosterday than tbey
have before this season. Their men quit to
ft man when the strike was ordered, but
they had no difficulty in tilling their places,
some of the old men being the ones who ap-
plied for work.

A large force of men and a number of
teams ure engaged in the work of grading
the bank of Fall creek at Fleming &
ttoswell's addition north of the city. They
are nearly all union men and have been re-
ceiving union wages, but have evinced no
desire to quit. Contractor Sam Forrest has
a large foroe of men employed on Shelby
street, outside of the city limits, and they
have all remained faithfuL

MOVING UPON PRIVATE EMPLOYERS.

Laborers Employed by the Street-Ca- r Com-
pany Called Out by the Union.

About one hundred men employed by con-

tractor McXally, who is doing the work for
the Citizens' Street-railroa- d Company, left
thelrshovels and picks lying on the ground
yesterday morning, and announced that
they had struck. Just before they did so
a couple of men appeared on the scene,
wero seen to talk to the men for a few min-
utes, and then left, llefore their backs
were turned the men walked out. These
men were representatives from the
Teamsters' and Shovelera' Union, and they
asked the men to come nut to helD those
who were working on the publio improve-
ments up town.

There was little or no demonstration
about it. The men just quietly laid down
their tools and walked away. Tbey did
not even make any demand. They had
been working ten hours a day. and bad
been getting for it $1.00.
